THE NEW YORK PRINTING STRIKE 

AND THE BOOK TRADE 

For many years the printing trade of New 
York City has been rendered stable, from a 
labor standpoint, by a continuing series of 
contractual arrangements between the print- 
ing trade unions on the one hand and the 
employing printers on the other, which have 
been carefully framed to eliminate strikes and 
lockouts and all the old friction between em- 
ployer and employed. Not only hours and 
wages but the most minor points of shop 
management were covered with careful 
exactitude in these contracts; and, as they 
were in general lived up to on, both sides in 
spirit as well as letter, the arbitration pro- 
vided for in them for the settlement of any 
new difficulties that might arise has been sel- 
dom resorted to. It was hoped by all who 
had the best interests of the trade at heart 
that at least one branch of industry had 
entered definitely into a new era of. labor 
relationships. 

Two weeks ago one of the smaller and 
younger unions, that of the cylinder press 
feeders—a legally incorporated organization 
—saw fit to repudiate their contract, which 
had still two years to run, by ordering 
a strike thruout the city unless an immediate 
flat wage increase of $4 a week (amounting 
on overtime to $6 or even $8 a week, or 
22% additional) which they demanded be 
granted. There is no doubt that, altho print- 
ing is a comparatively high paid grade of 
labor, the increasing cost of living has come 
hard upon many members of the union in 
question, which is the lowest grade and poor- 
est paid of all. Indeed we are free to say 
that, regardless of contract, it seems to us 
that the employing printers might very well 
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| have done—what, as matter of fact, they did 





do—offered to consider under the circum- 
stances, some special revision of their wage 
scale to meet war conditions. And _ this 
despite the fact that employing printers, on 
the whole, have not been helped by the war. 
With the present scarcity of labor every- 
where, the Printers League, the ‘employers 
association, found it difficult, we understand, 
to hold some of the more prosperous shops 
in line against the increase demanded—in one 
case the contract for election ballots being 
involved—tho it was realized that the in- 
crease created a serious financial situation 
for many of the smaller houses. 

Coincident with the cylinder feeders’ 
demand, request was made by the pressmen 
themselves for a new increase (beside one 
which they were by contract to receive on 
December Ist), altho in their case no strike 
was threatened, the whole matter being left 
to the orderly process of arbitration provided 
for in their contract. Within the present week 
the job press feeders’ union asked for an 
increased scale and when their representatives 
agreed on an increase of from $12 to $15 a 
week they repudiated the action of their own 
officers and demanded $17. In the meantime 
typographical union No. 6, to which the great 
body of printers belong, has made formal 
request for a “reopening” of its scale and a 
revision of it upward. 

From the publisher’s standpoint the situa- 
tion has but one redeeming feature. Much 
printing work, at the new high prices that 
must for a time prevail, will be postponed 
or curtailed, while other work that cannot be 
postponed will be _ ruthlessly eliminated 
entirely. This will relieve the present pres- 
sure for printing work and help somewhat to 
stabilize the present unhealthy trade condition. 

Printers doing miscellaneous job work, or 
any work of a non-repetitious character, can, 
of course, pass increased costs on to their 
customers—and will do so. Others, particu- 
larly those doing periodical publications, are 
bound up usually with long term contracts 
with their customers from which they cannot 
legally release themselves by the simple pro- 
cess of repudiation! For them the next few 
months will be hard ones. Nor will it be 
possible always for them to secure full 
alleviation even upon the expiration of their 
present periodical contracts, for it is a fact 
that the periodicals themselves have been 
passing thru one of the most critical periods 
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in their history, and every one of them sees 
clearly that the worst, in, the form of tre- 
mendous increases in second class postage, 
and further increased costs of manufacture 
is literally “yet to come.” 

To the book publishers this particular phase 
of the labor situation in the printing trades 
offers some interesting speculations. If print- 
ing costs, and particularly labor costs, con- 
tinue to rise it will mean the death of hun- 
dreds of periodicals, for besides the heavy 
mortality the world over since the beginning 
of the war in the periodical world (it is 
estimated that over one-third of all the peri- 
odical publications in existence in 1914 have 
since suspended publication), there are 
literally thousands of others that are barely 
hanging on now at a very heavy continuing 
loss, hoping for improvement in conditions. 
Even if they survive the net result will un- 
doubtedly be a permanently higher cost level 
for periodical publishing. 

While to the periodical publisher an increase 
of so little as 10% in either his manufactur- 
ing or distributive expense may prove abso- 
lutely fatal, to the book publisher—on so dif- 
ferent a basis are the two branches of pub- 
lishing conducted—an increase of 10% in 
these items may be relatively less important. 
For this reason, any change, such as the 
increased postal rates and the present increas- 
ing manufacturing costs, which are now 
bringing book and periodical publishing a 
little nearer an economic parity, cannot be 
without interest to the book publishers. 

So far as we have attempted to get the con- 
sensus of the trade there is agreement that, 
increases in printing costs have since the 
opening of the war amounted to from 10 to 
25%, most of it during the last few months, 
but there is also agreement that they have 
had less effect on book publishing than the 
increased cost of paper, and that, unless they 
go higher, no lessening of the book output 
on this account is threatened. That the peri- 
odicals are suffering the most is also agreed, 
but our correspondents are about equally 
divided as to whether this will or will not have 


any effect on book buying and book pub- 
lishing.

MR. BUTLER’S TALK TO THE FED 
ERAL TRADE COMMISSION ON PRIC! 
MAINTENANCE 


Mr. CHAIRMAN and gentlemen of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission: I beg to express t 
you my sincere thanks for the great courtes: 
you have extended to me in having a special 
meeting this morning in order to give m 
an opportunity to present a serious phase 01 
the great problem before you. I regret | 
could not follow Mr. Percy Straus of Macy 
& Company yesterday afternoon, but the in- 
stinct of underselling monopoly was so strong 
in him that he used up the whole afternoon. 
However, gentlemen, the bookseller has been 
so long the under dog, sat on and clawed 
over, that really I am only semi-conscious 
that I was shoved over. I am here heart and 
soul in favor of price maintenance, backed by 
the authors, publishers and_ booksellers of 
the United States. 

I am of the opinion that any remarks made 
to you this morning will be along different 
lines from what you have been hearing. | 
am going to take you into the enemy’s coun- 
try. I am going to show you what he does 
when he goes to war, and how he does it. 
I am going to show you how disastrous his 
warfare is, and how great the crime is he 
commits. 

Gentlemen, this October, 1917, opens with 
a declaration of war in the city of New York, 
between the predatory price cutters of the 
City of New York that threaten a fight to 
a finish unless all succumb to the dictates and 
commands of one of their number who must 
dominate and dictate terms for selling books 
in the United States of America. The ones 
selected for this slaughter, this glorious fight 
for domination, are the authors, publishers 
and booksellers of the United States. Under 
the laws of the land, we are helpless to de- 
fend ourselves, but must sell them our books 
for this merry war as long as it pleases them 
to continue it. The bookseller looks on 
aghast, facing disaster. 

We ask you to protect us from such at- 
tacks by giving us price maintenance, thru 
the Stevens Bill. 

Knowledge of war, the art of war, the re- 
sults of war, is learned by the study of war. 
Therefore, for your information and _ study 
and investigation, I am going to outline 
briefly to you the great war that took place 
a few years ago between the predatory price 
cutter, underselling monopolies, the free mar- 
ket, and the booksellers, which resulted in 
almost annihilating the book-trade; and re- 
sulted beside in their utter defeat. It was 
a war of over 14 years, described graphically 
by the underselling monopolies as: “Long, 
languishing and weary years.” 

[If they so described it then, what will they 
say of the war they have now declared? 
Gentlemen, the horror and the piracy of the 
U-submarine campaign is a Christian act 
in comparison with the nefarious and de- 
structive campaign just entered into, that will 
throw thousands of booksellers into bank- 
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ruptcy, and injure the great reading public 

i the United States. 

Now, follow me closely. The people of 
the United States are of vital interest in your 
present consideration. The merchant next. 
[ am going to show you how vital the author, 
publisher and bookseller is to them. The one 
writes the book, the other publishes it, and 
the other sells it. A trinity that should be 
held intact, and aided and supported by the 
government of the United States, and not 
abandoned to predatory price cutters, under- 
selling monopolies and the free market, as 
the Government of the United States subjects 
it to to-day—the only country in the world 
so doing. They know the value of its litera- 
ture to its people and what it means. We 
do not. 

The term bookseller, I take it, is a com- 
paratively unknown term to you and largely 
so to the mercantile world. We rarely hear 
of them in the world’s statistics or in trade 
reports. Yet, I may surprise you when I 
state that I individually represent one of the 
greatest and most vitally important institu- 
tions for the benefit of the people of the 
United States. 

This institution is one of great power in 
the land, quiet, unobtrusive, all powerful, 
rarely heard of, yet of immense educational 
and social value to the people. 

Consider for a moment, that its product 
is in the hands of almost every one in the 
United States in one form or another, millions 
upon millions, not only for a minute or an 
hour, but day in and day out, year in and 
year out, from infancy to childhood, from 
youth to manhood, girlhood to womanhood, 
and is one of the great consolers in old age. 
The pleasure, comfort, consolation of all 
mankind is in the printed book. It educates 
and trains. It elevates the civilization of the 
individual of the community. It elevates and 
improves entire communities. Without books 
what would we be? Not one of us in this 
room but will admit and confess how enor- 
mously we have been and are indebted to books 
for our comfort, our pleasure and our success. 
The greatest minds of the world have for 
centuries sung the praises of books and 
reading. 

Gentlemen, I am proud to be able to be 
present here before you to argue for so great 
an institution, and to ask and beg of you that 
it shall be allowed to exist and do business, 
with all possible power and efficiency. 

To preserve this great institution for the 
benefié of the American people, we ask for 
ag maintenance, and we ask for the Stevens 

ill, 

A few words as to the bookseller himself. 
Here is a man unique in his way, who, out 
of the foolishness of his heart, has sacrificed 
himself and his family to the buying and sell- 
ing of books, with its precarious profits. 
With this reward for such a career, let me 
show you his place in the community, and 
how vital and important he is wherever 
placed to every individual he can reach in 
the United States. 
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Do you realize how great an educator he is? 
How the people of his community are largely 
guided and aided by his judgment and advice 
in the selection of his books and reading? 
Do you realize that it is a fair claim that 
neither the church nor the library can excel 
him in his work? Why? 

Because of the vast number of books pub- 
lished annually he endeavors to select the 
best. His stock covers every possible subject. 
He is ready for your demands as far as 
his capital ard possibilities will allow. He 
studies and endeavors to post himself as to 
the qualifications of the books he sells. His 
business is one great mental effort day and 
night, and the same with his associates. He 
advises you, your wife and your children as 
to the books to read. He becomes the 
mental educator of your family, he learns 
their characteristics, he becomes your close 
friend, more so than any other merchant. 

Why do I make this earnest appeal to you? 
Because the book-trade of the United States, 
for the nefarious purposes of the predatory 
price cutter had thrust upon them a desperate 
price cutting war, lasting over fourteen years. 
During this war the book-trade has been 
almost destroyed. To-day, another such war 
is threatened. 

The peculiarity of publishing and book- 
selling demands a published price. That price 
has to be printed on the wrapper of each book 
and is used for cataloging and discount pur- 
poses. Many thousands of books are pub- 
lished annually, and without such methods it 
would be impossible to do the book business. 

You will see from this why the book- 
trade was selected for this slaughter. A 
splendid opportunity was given the predatory 
price cutter to advertise as follows: “Pub- 
lished price so and so. Our price so and so.” 
The entire stock of the bookseller was sub- 
ject to this attack, limited only by the desire 
and selection of the price cutters as to the 
books they desired to cut. The custom was 
and is, however, to select what is known as 
the “best sellers,” that is, books written by 
the most popular authors, the sale of which 
ought to be the profitable backbone of the 
publishers and booksellers’ business. With- 
out these few successful sales the book-trade 
could not flourish. And of the thousands of 
books published annually, hardly too would 
be best sellers. Thus you can see how hard 
hit the book-trade were by this piracy. 

In the years mentioned, beginning about 
1900, these underselling monopolies began 
a fierce and bitter war on the book-trade. 
“Best sellers’ were generally sold by the 
booksellers at $1.10 to $1.08. This was as 
near a cut price as they could go. As the 
war progressed, the bookseller was somewhat 
slighted from direct attack, and a bitter war- 
fare began on books between the rival preda- 
tory price cutters themselves. Their selling 
prices began to descend from $1.08 to $r1.00, 
98 cents, 95 cents, 80 cents, 79 cents, and at 
times when particularly fierce to 60 cents. 
The cost price to them was generally 81 cents 
per copy, plus 28% cost per dollar of sale. 
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Thus the total cost was $1.09 per copy, a 
loss on every copy sold by the price cutter 
of 9 cents, II cents, 14 cents, 29 cents or 30 
cents each. Such losses could be cheerfully 
borne by them and charged up to advertising 
account, but can you visualize the position of 
the bookseller at this time, and during the 
14 years thereafter? 

This crushing war began in New York and 
spread to Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, De- 
troit, St. Louis, San Francisco. In fact it 
was rampant in every city, town and village 
of the United States wherever book buyers 
existed or could be reached by advertisement 
or mail. Gentlemen, it was a right merry 
game for them, but death to the hunted book- 
seller. 

During all this period “The Predatory 
price cutters” were sending catalogs and cir- 
culars of their campaign broadcast. The daily, 
weekly and Sunday papers were full of glar- 
ing and striking advertisements of their daily 
book slaughter, such as the following example 
taken from one of the daily papers of that 
period: 


“All new copyright fiction at 79 cents. 

“The most sensational sale that the Book Trade of 
America has ever known. 1,000,000 volumes in 
readiness. This is a revolt, a revolution. We will 
limit purchases when we deem it necessary as most 
of these prices are less than the actual cost of the 
books to booksellers.” 

Again: 

“Copyright fiction at 95 cents. 

“This store first established every book cut price 
named in Toledo. Last year we stunned all book 


dealers by announcing a new low price of 98 cents 
on copyright books.” 


And so I could go on quoting. In the file 
of the newspapers of the country, you will 
find hundreds of such advertisements, day in 
and day out. Cut price books were delivered 
free anywhere in the United States. Li- 
braries and other large buyers were urged to 
send their orders to them, to be supplied at 
the most liberal cut prices, profit being no 
object. Every price cutter in the land was 
engaged in this warfare, fighting the other 
to the limit, and using the bookseller and 
publisher of the United States as the victim. 

Now, this slaughter of the book-trade was 
not done for the benefit of the consumer, 
that poor consumer, whose interest the price 
cutters would have you believe they spend 
their thoughts, their time and their energy 
to conserve and safeguard. No, gentlemen, 


it was and is done, solely for personal 
and selfish reasons and for their own 
advantage. 


This slaughter was ordered and carried on 
simply to point out and advertise the fact 
that the great cut in the price of books was 
indicative of the low prices of all goods sold 
by the John Jones Company, to emphasize 
their assertion of “lowest price in the city.” 
To prove this assertion, I quote the follow- 
ing advertisement of one of the leading 
“predatory price cutters.” 

“The saving on books, 
thruout the store.” 


Another: 


is indicative of the saving 
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“Books, merely a peg on which to hang the stor 
of absolute selling supremacy.” 

Gentlemen, let me tell you right here, as i: 
is with books, so it is with every well known 
article of merchandise that has obtained a 
market and is in demand, such as Victrolas 
Ingersoll watches, and thousands of other 
items. 

During this war period of over 14 years, 


what happened to the book-trade? From a 
small, profitable business, it was reduced 
everywhere to a nonpaying basis. If book- 


stores continued to exist it was by selling 
other merchandise than books. Stores were 
given up and abandoned one after the other, 
many were on the verge of bankruptcy, 
accounts were paid with difficulty, everyone 
was in fear and trembling as to the future. 
Every publishing house was hard hit, its out- 
put was curtailed, its profits lessened. The 
author was hurt. Publishers did not want to 
publish for fear of price cutters. In every 
corner of the United States the book-trade 
suffered, and hundreds gave up the fight and 
went out of business. 

And what happened to the people of the 
United States? I have shown you what a 
great advantage the bookseller is, or was, in 
every community he had placed himself in 
as an educator, as a center of intelligence, as 
forming the public taste for reading. Prior 
to this cut price war book-stores were in 
hundreds of localities where to-day there is 
none. Entire communities are now deserted, 
and large cities have only one store. The 
great educational work of the bookseller has 
been lost to probably 50 per cent of the 
American people. 

If, you consider the matter carefully you 
will see why the consumer suffered so 
severely as well as the booksellers. The 
bookseller runs a one line shop of necessity. 
No merchant can afford to sell merchandise 
upon which he makes no profit, but actually 
loses. Let me show you what really hap- 
pened. 

The ‘bookseller, selling at $1.08 per book 

gave with it 3 cents out of his pocket, while 
the “predatory price cutter” at their prices 
gave out of their pockets from 9 cents to 
30 cents. 
_ Now, gentlemen, here is where the public 
injury comes; books so cut the dealer tried 
to avoid keeping. It is a fact that fully 
75 per cent. of a bookseller’s sales of new 
books are sold on his recommendation and 
suggestion, not more than 25 per cent are 
definitely asked for by the public. 

The public suffered greatly from the poor 
service given and the small and dwindling 
stock for sold stock was replaced as little as 
possible. Proprietors, clerks, and all classes 
of employees suffered. Efficient (and expen- 
sive) help were dispensed with, their places 
being filled by the cheapest. The utmost 
economy was practiced, in fact, until the 
— American book-trade was virtually 
ead. 


Meanwhile the 


predatory price cutters 


They carried 
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ice to them, we ask for means to prevent the 
predatory price cutters from advertising as 
follows: 

“No bookseller shall sell books for less than 
we. All may now sell with perfect freedom 


in stock only the “best sellers,” and, when 
thru with a cut book, dropped it and hunted 
for new ones.

Note well the sarcasm of this. 
and may not. 

Gentlemen, what do you call this method 


You may 


of doing business? What is it but under- 
selling monopoly of the worst kind? 

The question naturally arises in your mind, 
how can the predatory price cutter maintain 
his position? But there is no law to restrain 
him. The law seemingly aids and abets him. 
Indeed to securely control and intimidate 
booksellers and the thousands of other mer- 
chants of branded and well known goods, he 
has set a drastic law of his own. Here is 
the law on the subject as he has enunciated 
it. Please note it well. 

‘When in a moment of desperation, others cut to 
meet our price, we in turn cut again and as often 
as necessary to sustain our reputation for under- 
selling supremacy.” 

This emphatic warning was spread broad- 
cast that all might know and understand. It 
is the law of the predatory price cutter the 
country over. Every merchant, every pro- 
ducer of the land is subject to it. He is com- 
pelled to obey this law or abide by the results 
if he dares to break it. From such tyranny 
we ask to be delivered. 

Is any more evidence or argument needed 
than herein set forth, of the crushing power 
this octopus exerts in every city and hamlet 
of the United States? 

Do you not see the “mailed fist” that hangs 
over every producer, every retailer, large or 
small, who must succumb to the merciless 
dictates of the underselling monopoly? 

We ask this crying evil be stopped. That 
if there is no law in this land that will do it, 
make one. Merchants all over the country 
are demanding it. Other nations have seen 
to it that merchants are protected from such 
unfair assaults. Why should not these 
United States do likewise? 

{Mr. Butler then introduced some examples 
of price cutting in actual practice.] 

A matter that will interest you in connec- 
tion with this discussion is the fact that the 
Government of the United States is one of 
the largest publishers in the world, with the 
greatest publishing plant and thousands of 
employees. How does the United States run 
its book business? It issues catalogs of its 
publications, the same as other publishers. 
All the books and pamphlets have the prices 
printed on them, and all are sold at fixed 
prices, precisely as the publishers do. 

The Government markets an important 
part of its output thru regularly appointed 
agents to whom a discount is given and of 
whom it requires that they observe the list 
prices as given in its general catalog or 
printed on the documents themselves. Viola- 
tions of these instructions are followed by 
discontinuance of the sales agency. 

_ We ask for this same privilege in conduct- 
ing the book business. Can we refuse to sell 
anyone who cuts our prices? Why not? 
The Government can. 
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Further the Government sells its revenue 
and postage stamps at fixed prices. 

All magazines and periodicals are published 
at fixed prices. All newpapers are published 
at fixed prices. 

Competition among publishers is 
There is no book trust. There never was, 
there never could be. It was an epithet 
thrown at the book trade by the predatory 
price cutters, in the hope it would stick. But 
it didn’t. Every book issued is in competition 
with some other publisher in the United 
States and the world over. Never a book is 
issued that is not accompanied with a pretty 
big gambling risk as to its success, and the 
failures are more frequent than the successes. 

[Mr. Butler proceeded to show how the 
decline of the book trade had injured many 
other affiliated industries. ] 

The few industries here mentioned out of 
many are all seriously affected by the decline 
of bookselling, brought about by the attack 
of the predatory price cutter. Is it right; is 
it just, that these should be hurt, and that 
books should be used as “merely a peg on 
which ta hang the story of absolute selling 
supremacy ?” 

In conclusion, gentlemen of the Federal 
Trade Commission, allow me to point out to 
you that seemingly there is no present legal 
remedy for this evil. The law does.not pro- 
tect the merchant. But if this country is to 
continue in its success and prosperity, it has 
got to consider and protect the small mer- 
chants of the country. 

{Mr. Butler here listed by name a number 
of recent important books. ] 

CoMMISSIONER Murpock: In_ connection 
with Mr. Gerard’s book I should like to ask 
you this about the book-trade: Does the 
publication of a book serially, previous to its 
publication as a book, add to or hurt the sale? 

Mr. Butter: That is a much disputed 
question, Mr. Murdock. My own opinion is 
it does more harm than good. 

CoMMISSIONER Murpock: Do you regard 
the institution of a library in a town as a 
stimulus to the sale of books or a detriment? 
Let us take a given town. In Edmond, Okla- 
homa, a town of 1700 population, there is a 
thriving book-store; it has thriven for many 
years. Then the town votes a library. Does 
that hurt the book dealer? 

Mr. Butter: No, sir. 

COMMISSIONER MURDOCK: 
late his business? 

Mr. Butter: It stimulates it. We have 
educated the citizens to read books. They 
go to the library and then come to us. 

CoMMISSIONER Murpock: Do you find in 
the book trade, quite generally, outside the 
element of price cutting, a diminution in the 
reading of books? 

Mr. Butter: From our experience I would 
say that the falling off is considerable in 
fiction, but that solid reading has vastly in- 
creased; that is, we sell more books to-day 
on solid subjects such as economics and 
theosophy and biography than we did five 


keen 


Does it stimu- 
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years ago. The tendency has changed—there 
is a demand for knowledge. 

CoMMISSIONER CoLver: In other price cut- 
ting instances that have been cited here, it 
has been said that the merchandise offered 
at cut prices has been in fact very small in 
amount; I mean to say the advertisement has 
apparently announced an unlimited line; but 
customers, attracted to the sale, find. the 
articles gone, or at least that there was but 
a very small stock. Is that true as to books? 

Mr. Butter: It is—often. 

CoMMISSIONER CoLveR: I understood you 
to say that price cutters sent books to libraries 
and to large buyers of books. What do they 
get out of that? If that is done is it done 
for the purpose of inviting them to buy 
books? As I understand it the price cutter 
does not really want to sell the stuff he cuts 
the price on, does he? 

Mr. Butter: No, sir; but he wants to gain 
the advantage of appearance. 

[Mr. Butler pointed out that the largest 
and best department stores in New York were 
not cutting book prices and did not wish to.] 

If they began to do this their book depart- 
ments would be ruined; that is, reduced to 
an unpaying business. They do not want to 
do it. No merchant wants to give space to 
merchandise on which he can make no profit. 





MACY FIRM AND VICTOR COMPANY 
HAVE TILT AT NET PRICE HEARINGS 


At the final session of the Net Price hear- 
ings before the Federal Trade Commission 
in Washington last week a representative of 
the Victor Talking Machine Company pre- 
cipitated a short but sharp discussion which 
evidenced the feeling behind the price main- 
tenance controversy. 

H. C. Brown, representing the Victor Com- 
pany, while on the stand, brought to the at- 
tention of the Commission an advertisement 
of Macy & Co., of New York, offering to 
sell 75c. records for 35c. He declared that 
the advertisement was not frank. 

Mr. Straus who testified the week before 
on account of Macy & Co., was in attendance 
and took occasion to deny that the advertise- 
ment stated anything but the truth. He de- 
clared that Macy & Co. purchased the 
records of other dealers, and he presumed 
that those dealers were willing to sell them 
because the Victor Company had refused to 
take back for exchange unsalable goods or 
records for which the market was not brisk. 
Mr. Straus said all the records were perfect 
records and in good condition, altho they were 
not strictly modern. 

This statement prompted Mr. Blackman, of 
the Blackman Talking Machine Company, to 
leap to his feet and declare that the selling 
of the records at 35 cents, which the whole- 
saler could not sell at that price to the retail- 
er at a profit, was injurious to the business. 
Mr. Blackman said that he is now a defendant 
to a suit and that he did not care to testify, 


but that all he had to say would be said later 
in court.

Mr. Brown who still held the stand with 
some show of spirit contradicted the state- 
ment that the Victor Company would not ex- 
change records held by dealers. He said that 


_ the company invited a law which would com- 


pel the producer of maintained price goods 
to take back unsalable merchandise left on 
the hands of the retailer. Mr. Brown said 
that the business of taking back unsalable 
goods or the exchange of records with re- 
tailers costs the Victor Company from six 
hundred thousand to a million dollars an- 
nually. 

Mr. Brown, in answer to questions of Com- 
missioner Murdock, said that cut prices dis- 
rupt trade and create dissatisfaction among 
consumers. 

William A. McDermid, advertising manager 
for the Gerhard Mennen Chemical Company, 
interrupted Mr. Brown for a few minutes to 
make a new point. He said that the Mennen 
people had a new powder to relieve prickly 
heat. 

They were having a very hard time selling 
it, because the stores would not take it in 
large quantities, not because the product was 
not good, but because the public having seen 
Mennen’s powder and shaving sticks at re- 
duced prices, expect all of the products to 
be reduced. 

Hearings on the maintained price question 
were to be concluded by the Federal Trade 
Commission on Wednesday, November 14, to 
which date they were adjourned last week, 

The testimony of the last morning session re- 
lated exclusively to the subject of the sale of 
copyrighted books. The witness was Charles 
E. Butler of Brentano’s, whose testimony be- 
fore the Commission is reported elsewhere. 

The Commission gave notice that when the 
hearings are resumed at least one-half of the 
day will be given over to persons who are 
opposed to the principle of the maintenance 
or standardization of price in the retail trade.

WAR-TIME ECONOMY MAKES CO-OPERATIVE 


JOBBING CENTER ADVISABLE IN. NEW 
YORK CITY 
New York, November 7, 1017. 
Editor, Tue Pustisuers’ WEEKLY: 


At the present time when a cry is going 
up all over the country for economy in busi- 
ness methods, in food, in clothing and in a 
hundred other respects, it behooves us as a 
trade to set our own house in order. There 
is one flagrant leak in our trade business 
methods which should be given considera- 
tion immediately. Have the thirty or forty 
odd booksellers and book department man- 
agers in New York City ever considered that 
they are duplicating work needlessly daily 
and at a great expense in filling their pick-up 
and stock orders? Have the hundred or 
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more publishers in the city likewise figured 
the cost of the maintenance of their so-called 
city trade organization—a cost due in large 
measure to the lack of organization on the 
part of the booksellers? In other countries 
there is not this waste and there is no excus: 
for its continuing here. A Booksellers’ Orde: 
and Package Exchange would save the trad 
yearly a thousand dollars now wasted by r 
tailers and publishers alike. 

The operation of such an exchange would 
be simple: Let each of the three or fou 
dozen booksellers now sending individuall) 
at great cost of labor, time and carfare t 
as many publishers for the books needed 
daily, either as pick-ups or stock orders, send 
his entira order, made out on _ individual 
sheets for individual publishers as at present. 
to ome central place where all such orders 
would be collected and redistributed to the 
publishers. Suppose these orders are de- 
posited by 9:15 a.m.—the usual time the list 
boys now go out—that at 9:30 the publish- 
er’s representative is ready at the central 
agency to take the orders, that the orders 
are in turn delivered to this central agency 
an hour or two later; it will be seen that by 
11:30 at latest the bookseller’s representative 
or wagon can in one trip gather the books 
from all publishers from the exchange. In 
the meantime, instead of having two or three 
or five list boys scurrying all over town, he 
has used one small office boy to deliver his 
orders and is sending his truck on one short 
trip to gather these orders. 

Even the publisher who it would seem is 
asked to pay more than his usual share in 
this scheme, would profit by it. His office 
would cease to become a place where restless 
messenger boys disturb his employees to 
make the same errand for the same books 
time after time. Under the new method he 
would be able to handle his daily orders 
more methodically and with a smaller staff. 
This labor saving feature is no small item 
in these days of increasingly scarce and ex- 
pensive assistants. 

The aim of. such a Central Exchange would 
not be to displace the jobber necessarily, but 
merely to save some very pressing and un- 
necessary losses thru duplication of effort. 

There is another place in which a saving 
would be made. Large numbers of orders 
are sent out daily by local booksellers to out- 
of-town publishers who must in turn fill these 
orders individually under the present system 
by parcel post. or express. at the minimum 
rate for each individual bookseller. Why 
should not these orders be forwarded in one 
collective shipment to the New York Ex- 
change? 

It would also prove to the advantage of the 
out-of-town retailer now using some for- 
warding agency or obliging publisher friend, 
to use the New York Exchange. 

The cost of maintenance for such an Ex- 
change would be made up. by assessments in 
proportion to the total of business done, and 
in my opinion would easily prove less than 
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half present costs for such work. $5000 
would certainly cover the cost of maintenance 
of such an Exchange for one year and 
without fear of contradiction it can safely be 
said that five large New York firms alone 
spend this sum yearly together for this work. 

The possibility of some such Exchange has 
been broached before in the trade but con- 
sidering the urgency of present conditions we 
cannot afford to delay longer.

Dr. E. BENJAMIN ANDREWS, formerly presi- 
dent of Brown University and later chancellor 
of the University of Nebraska, died Oct. 30th 
at the age of 73. Since 1909 he had made his 
home in Florida and had devoted much of his 
time to writing books and sermons as well as 
many magazine articles on educational sub- 
jects. He was the author of “Institutes of 
General History,” “Outlines of the Principles 
of History,” “History of the United States” 
and “The Call of the Land.”

von der Goltz himself had planned.

UnrForm witH their beautiful gift book 
edition of Stevenson’s “Black Arrow,” 
Charles Scribner’s Sons are publishing this 
fall another book which will appeal strongly 
to young people, “The Boys’ King Arthur,” 
which is Sir Thomas Malory’s history of 
King Arthur and his knights of the round 
table edited for boys by Sidney Lanier. All 
of the greatest of the tales are included in 
this volume, only minor passages and intro- 
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ductory matter being omitted. In his beauti- 
ful color pictures N. C. Wyeth has caught 
the spirit of the age of chivalry. 


THERE ARE always the fond relatives who 
insist on giving instructive books at Christ- 
mas and likewise the children who regard 
such gifts with long faces. Parents, uncles, 
and aunts need have no qualms of conscience 
in selecting “The Blue Heron’s Feather,” by 
Rupert Sargent Holland, recently published 
by J. B. Lippincott Co., for it is an accurate 
historical picture of New York in the early 
colonial times.
